THE PRODIGAL 


Fores KONOTOPANES, the son 
of Basil, stood as a prisoner in 
the dock. He was 38 yenrs old, and 
an elementary schoolmaster from 
the village of Deliant, in Western 
Macedonia. 


But to the military tribunal Fotlos 
was neither Konotopancs nor an 


Capitanios Annivas, a well-known 
leader of a rebel band who had 
surrendered to the authoritles. 


He told how he had fought with 
Elas, as commander of the First 
Battalion of the 15th Regiment, 
during the occupation, and how, after 
the rebellion of the winter of 1944, 
he had fied, with scores of .other 
Elasites, across the border inte Al- 
bania, 


From Albania he was passed by 
the Communist organisation to the 
training camp for Greek ° guerillas 
near (Novisad. On October 4 last, 
Konotopanes’ training was finished 
and he was sent over the border into 
Greece. 


On October 16, he led his band 
in an attack on the village of Py- 
rosanni, where, ofter a four-hour 
battle, the small police post was 
overwhelmed and slnughtered, 


But something began to_ stir in 
Capitanios Annivas’ heart. He found 
that the propaganda on which he 
had been fed was.false. The army 
was not in revolt; the villagers were 
not friendly, except through fear. 

Onc night Capitanlos Annivas hid 
from hls company in a ditch, and 
when next morning, an army patrol 
passed by, he surrendered himsclf.

Freedom And Sccurity 
“Tussin has a bad housing preb- 
lem, too. But while the Russlan 
anly can say in oa child-like way, 
‘I want a house,’ the American. must 
decide how to build it, where to 
build if, and everything else about 


it. 

“Psychologically, there must be 2 
nice balance between {freedom and 
security.” 

Dr Novick sald both America and 
Russia are tending toward this. 
balance. As American civilisation 
becomes more complex, he ex- 
plained, more und more restrictions 
upon personal freedom are in- 
evitable. As the Russian regime 
stabilises itself, restrictions tend to 
be lifted and greater personal free- 
dom js allowed. : 

“I am convinced,” Dr Novick sald, 
that if the “Four Freedoms” actually 
were translated into reality, they 
would do more for mental health 
thon all the psychiatrists combined. 

“More than. anything else, we 
need {freedom of religion and the 
press, freedom from fear and want. 

“If we had all this, we would 
have freedom plus security and 
‘fewer mental breakdowns,”=-United 
Press. 


BISHOP ON

hood, Methodist Bishop G: 
Bromley Oxnam, head of. ‘the 
New York Methodist area, has 
given his opinion that “it is 
bettter to rear a family of four 
or five healthy children than to 
breed a family of 20 children.”
